FCC Employee Assassinated 


ANew York City FCC employee was shot and killed on Wednesday, 
November 27th, by a gun-toting assassin. Catherine Foster was leaving 
the Commission's Varick Street office complex when she was accosted 
by awoman identified as Jeanette Demarest. Police charge that Demarest 
shot Foster twice with a .22 caliber automatic handgun. Demarest of 
Greely, Colorado, told police that she did not know Foster personally, but 
shot her simply because she worked for the regulatory agency. Demarest 

. said that she believed radio waves were intruding into her life. 

Police said that they found Demarest standing nearby the murder 
scene when they arrived and the murder weapon was found in her purse. 
She claimed that the FCC had been conducting “illegal surveillance” of 
her for some time and that she had filed a law suit against the FCC - 
charging harassment. 

But FCC spokeswoman Lorrie Secrest said that the New York FCC 
office had encountered Demarest before. “Our people said she visited the 
New York office several years ago, saying something about radio waves 
interfering with her,” she said. Police have charged Demarest with 
murder, criminal possession of a weapon and criminal use of a weapon. 


Startling Statistics! 


No-Code has become the biggest growth incentive to amateur radio 
since the inception of the service itself. So says the FCC inissuing some - 
dramatic statistics on the impact of the new license. 

During September, the FCC says that it issued 1,680 new Techni- 
cian Class licenses as compared to only 679 Novice tickets for a total of 
2,407 new hams that month. And, this was the lowest figure since last 
February when the No-Code Technician Class was made available. But 
it's not that fewer applicants are applying. Rather, the FCC processing 
facility simply cannot handle the number of No-Code applications coming 
in each month. The ARAL Letterreports that the backlog of unprocessed 
applications grew by another 1200 during September. 

All in all, for the 1990 federal fiscal year that ended September 30th, 
there were an astonishing 38,363 new amateur licenses issued and 
30,825 upgrades. When compared to the 1989 fiscal year figures of only 
26,134 new licensees and 29,699 upgrades, the growth figures for 
amateur radio are almost amazing. Westlink Report

WALTER BROWN, WA4FLQ 
Information Submitted by Russ Rennaker, W9CRC 


Walter R. “‘Brownie’’ Brown, WA4FLQ, passed away last 
month at his home in Deerfield Beach, Florida. He was 92. 

Brownie went to sea as a radio operator in 1919 and had to 
transmit an SOS on his first sailing. 

After his sea-going days he spent 25 years as an engineer with 
NBC in New York and was responsible for many historical broad- 
casts of those times. 


In 1942 he was called up by the U.S. Army as a Captain as- 
signed to SHAFE Headquarters in London. 

After the invasion of France he became Chief Communications 
Officer for General Eisenhower in Paris. He made the only offi- 
cial recording of the Germany surrender at Rheims and that re- 
cording was rebroadcast by radio stations all around the world. 
The microphone used in that historical event rests on Brownie’s 
desk in Deerfield Beach, along with many other mementoes of his 
illustrious career. 


He was active in amateur radio up until a few months of his 
death, and he was a regular check-in on the Broadcasters Memor- 
ial Net, made up of ex-broadcast hams. 


Russ Rennaker became pret friends with Brownie while writ- 


ing his memoirs.

IS THE DIPPER OBSOLETE? 
HECK NO!

' WHATIS THIS THING CALLED “Q” . 

The quality ‘‘Q”’ is of much importance in RF circuits that are 
capable of resonance, some of the early text books not always 
mentioned ‘‘Q” and it appeared to some amateur and RF hobbiest 
some form of mystery. . 

It should be simply stated ‘‘Q”’ is the measure of quality. Some 
factors that effect the ‘‘Q”’ of a coil are as follows: 

A. Ratio of length to diameter. 

B. The size and spacing of the wire. 

C. Closeness to objects and shielding. 

D. Core material (when required by design). . : 

An inductor is a number of turns of wire wound in a coil form, 


generally used in RF design to perform in resonant circuits, de- 


lay/phase shift networks, filters, RF chokes and etc. 

The standard dictionary describes the word “‘coil’’ as an as- 
semblage of successive convolutions of a conductor. This depends 
on the purpose of its end item use, it may be called a RF choke, an 
inductor, a reactance or impedance and when it is combined with 
a capacitor its called a resonant circuit, tank circuit, trap or what 
other circuit you may want to call it. 

In the real word of a coil/inductor, my question to you is how 
perfect is this component when manufactured on your bench? 

I suggest it is prone to drastic changes over frequency. It has 
inductance with distributed capacitance and series resistance.

Some of us wonder why some coils, especially the smaller 
types have stranded insulated wire usually silk, cotton or enamel 
on each strand, other coils simply use plain enamel coated wire. 

Multi-strand insulated wire is known to have a much higher 
“Q” than the single strand enamel coated wire — the multi-strand 

_ wire is called Litz wire. The use of Litz wire greatly increases the 
conductive surface (sort to say many skins) and therefore in- 
creases the ‘‘Q.”’ 

This subject is far too big to cover in this article and we can 

only touch on a few of the high spots. However, should the readers

Eastern Area Army Mars says “‘farewell”’ . . . 

The opening of 1992 brought with it the loss, to Eastern Area 
Army MARS, of the services of Tom Moore as Eastern Area 
Army MALS director. ; 

Tom became the Eastern Area Army MARS Director in 1989. 
Under his leadership, the eastern area flourished. States were en- 
couraged to develop innovative and effective programs in all 
modes with the one objective of creating the best corps of commu- 
nicators that MARS has ever had. His support of area staff and 
State MARS Directors was outstanding and led to the dynamism 
that characterizes Eastern Area Army MARS today. 

The following paragraphs contain a profile typical of many of 
our Army MARS members — members with years of valuable ex- 
perience that they bring to the MARS.program and share gener- 
ously with newer members. 

Tom’s history in amateur radio reflects the experiences of 
many MARS members and includes equipment and some licens- 
ing protocols with which newer amateurs may not be familiar. 

He writes... 

“I obtained my first amateur license, KN30QX, in 1960 
during the fall of my senior year of high school in Bethel 
Park, Pennsylvania (near Pittsburgh). I was very active on 
40- and 15-meter CW with a Heathkit DX-35 and a Hallicraft- 
ers SX-71 receiver. 

‘I was very fortunate to have a dad who had just earned 
his ticket, KN3LTV, thus sparing me the financial burden 
of buying equipment. 

‘‘After high school and two years of college, I joined the 
U.S. Air Force for four years. After basic training, I was 
sent to Biloxi, Mississippi, for 12 months of radar mainte- 
nance school. There I operated with an upgraded condi- 
tional-class license as WASOIF. 

‘‘After completion of my school, the Air Force sent me to 
Eglin Air Force Base. There, in 1966, I was introduced to 
and joined Air Force MARS. For a year, there, I partici- 
pated in MARS and enjoyed DXing as WASOIF'/4. 

‘In 1967, the Air Force sent me to Thailand. I became 
HS3TM and HS2TM and finally became ‘the DX.’ When I 
wasn’t working or playing on 20 meters, I helped the opera- 
tors at numerous Army and Air Force MARS stations as I 
traveled extensively throughout Thailand and the Republic 
of South Vietnam. With my HS3TM call-sign, I operated as 
HS3TM/XV5 while TDY to Nam: . 

‘‘After my tour in Southeast Asia, the Air Force sent me 
to Myrtle Beach Air Force Base in South. Carolina. With 
only three months to go on active duty, I was assigned as 
NCOIC of the base MARS station. I also found time to oper- 
ate again as WASOIF'/4. 

‘‘After serving my time in the military, I moved to Ro- 
chester, New York, to work for General Dynamics Corpora- 
tion. I traded my WASOIF call-sign for WA2IXX. That 
wasn’t too bad on CW, but it was a mouth full on SSB. 

“After three years, I moved to Phoenix, Arizona, and ob- 
tained my present call-sign, W7KMA. In Phoenix, I passed 
my general and advanced class tests. I also transferred my 
Air Force MARS call-sign and continued to march along in 
the MARS program. 

“In 1981, I moved to California to take a job with the Sac- 
ramento Army Depot. This job required extensive travel to 
Europe, Central America and Korea. 

“Although I stayed as active as I could in MARS, I really 
had a ball as DA2XH, HR3KMA, HL9TM, W7KMA/4 (Flor- 
ida, Georgia and South Carolina), W7KMA/KP4 and 
W7KMA/KP2. 

“In 1984, I transferred to Korea, where I upgraded to ex- 
tra class. At that time, I transferred to Army MARS and 
came ABM4TM. 

“In 1985, I changed jobs again and became the Korean 
Command MARS Director with Billet call-sign ABM4KOR. 
That was later shortened to ABM4K by Chief Army MARS 
Mr. Larry Warren. During this time, my travels to Japan

allowed me to obtain the call-sign, 7J1AEI. , 

“From Tokyo, 20 meters never looked so good until I had 
a chance to go DXing on Iwo Jima. There I had two call- 
signs, 7J1AEI/JDI and KA2TM. 

“You can only imagine what 20 meters can sound like 
when you call CQ DX with one of those call-signs.””

‘“‘While in Korea, the Army MARS program was wisely

‘army MARS packet has come a long way since the.” 

Tom Moore came to Eastern Area Army MARS in 1989. Being | 
very well qualified, Tom was offered and accepted the job of 
Eastern Area Army MARS Director. His billet call, AAA3E, be- 
came very familiar to all of us in eastern area.

AUSTRALIA BEGINS AMATEUR 
VOLUNTEER EXAM PROGRAM 


Australia has entered the brave but not-so-new world of 
volunteer examinations for amateurs. Their national 
organization, the Wireless Institute of Australia, will administer 
the country’s “VE” program. The changeover began Oct. 1, 
with completion set for year’s end. 

The Australian Department of Telecommunications retains 
responsibility for the standards and content of the examinations 
for amateur licenses, as well as for the granting of exemptions 
and conducting exams for disabled people. 

One unique feature of the Australian program is that 
volunteer examiners do not necessarily have to hold an amateur 
license themselves. “Responsible members of the community” 
may be considered for accreditation, especially in areas where — 
there are no licensed amateurs. All exams are conducted by 
teams of two accredited examiners. j 

Examiners may grade tests on the spot and advise the - 
results. Morse sending tests are tape recorded. The WIA has . 
begun revising the current question banks and to substantially 
increase the number of questions available.

THE OLD OLD-TIMERS’ CLUB 
By President Duncan Kreamer, W1GAY 
The club began with a membership of 13 in the fall of 1947. Its 
publication, Spark Gap Times, has beomce a valuable library of 
material pertaining to the early days of wireless telegraphy. In 
that light, let us go back and hark to the words of our founder, 
Bert Ingalls, W1NQ, written in 1965. (Bert is now a “‘silent key’’.) 

“T was born at 325 Boston Street, Lynn, Massachusetts 
on April 8, 1893. 

“Some 12 years later we moved to the old Ingalls home- 
stead at 45 Whiting Street, near Lynn Common. Here my 
grandfather, James W. Ingalls was living when he built the 
first brick shoe factory in Lynn, now located on Monroe 
Street. James was six generations removed from Edmund 
Ingalls who was the first white settler in Lynn in 1629. 

, ‘‘Edmund established the first leather tannery in the 
Colonies, so my people have been cobblers and shoe manu- 
facturers all down the line. 

“I became interested in electricity when a small boy of 
seven at the turn of the century. I remember building a gal- 
vanometer, which instrument recorded the minute flow of 
electric current. 

“Seeing an ad in the Youth’s Home Companion, I sent 
$3.00 for an electric light outfit, which consisted of a three- 
volt dry cell, miniature porcelain base and lamp, switch 
and 25 feet of annunciator wire. I immediately hooked it up 
and was delighted to see the lamp glow. Just then my 
mother called and said it was time to go to school. When I 
arrived home after school, I found a dead battery, as I had 
neglected to throw the switch — my first major setback in 
the hard, cold, cruel world. 

“‘About 1906 I decided to build a wireless set, so my fa- 
ther very graciously turned over a portion of the harness 
room on the second floor of the stable. Had a pole on the 
house and one on the stable with a four-wire flat-top inbe- 
tween. 
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‘“My first receiver was two pieces of carbon with their 
sharp edges paralleled and a large darning needle lying 
across them with a dead number six cell in shunt. A single 
75-ohm receiver was also in shunt. An aerial wire hooked to 
one side and ground wire to the other side completed the 
set. 

“After listening for about a week, I intercepted very 
weak signals from old ‘‘PG,’’ Boston Navy Yard, about 10 
miles away. 

‘The following year, 1907, general information came out 
on winding tuning coils and making variable condensers, 
loose-couplers, etc. 

“By 1908 I had a high powered homemade transmitter 
on the air, consisting of Helix, straight gap, glass-plate con- 
densers mounted in a wooden rack and open core trans- 
former 18 inches long. This transformer had a three-layer 
primary of number 10 and about 18 secondary pies. Each 
pie consisting of 4,000 turns of number 29 DSC (double silk 
covered) wire. While transmitting, this transformer would 
walk all around the shack, before mounting it in a heavy 
wooden case and strapping it down to the deck. 

“In those early days, most of my contacts were with Na- 
val stations and commercial ships. 

“George Nichols, my wireless pal, also of Lynn, was, 
complaining one day that the Navy operator at Charlestown 
refused to acknowledge his calls. So George proceeded to 
pull out the spark gap in order to get a low-pitched note, like 
the Massie-Stone sets on the Spanish boats. He then called 
‘NAD’ and said the Captain wanted all weather reports 
from Eastport, Maine, to Key West, Florida, which kept the 
Navy busy for the next hour. 

‘‘A short time later George and I went to Boston to visit 
old ‘BH’ (Boston Herald) and there met Tom Stevens, 
W6KAA, an Old Old-Timer (now a ‘silent key), who was on 
watch at ‘BH.’ Tom hired us both on the spot and gave us 
the next two ships that were then just being equipped with 
wireless apparatus, out of Boston. He gave George the SS 
City of Macon and gave me the SS Nantucket.”’ 

In W1NQ’s story lies the essence of the Old Old-Timers’ Club — 
recording of the history of wireless communication and of those 
who live it. History is not static. 

What is happening today becomes history tomorrow. Through 
its publication, Spark Gap Times (SGT) OOTC has chronicled the 
passing of time in the dynamic field of electronic communication 
with particular reference to men and women whose contributions 
have brought us to the present time. This remains our challenge 
today. 

Membership in OOTC is available to all who would enjoy being 
a part of this activity. To be eligible, one must have communi- 
cated via wireless at least 40 years ago and hold a current valid 
amateur radio operator license.

FCC: No more TVI—For Them 


The FCC says that TVI and RFI complaints will never again be 
a problem—for the agency. According to John Theimer, Engineer- 
in-Charge of the Commission’s Miami, Florida Field Operations 
Bureau office, the FOB has adopted a new policy in dealing with 
home interference cases. Since the bureau is under-funded to handle 
individual cases, Mr. Theimer explained, it will therefore no longer 
respond to these types of incidents. 

Theimer, who spoke at the recent Tropical Hamboree, noted 
that from this time on, the only action that the FCC will take in 
response to complaints from the public about RFl and TV1 is to send 
outa form letter accompanied by a booklet written to generally cover 
solutions to a given type of consumer electronics. The letter will 
indicate that the consumer should contact a given manufacturer for 
his TV, VCR, radio, thermostat, etc., or service provider (telephone 
or cable TV company, for example) and request resolution of the 
problem. 

The FCC official said that even though the FCC is getting out of 
the business of providing solutions, the problem of TVI and RFI is 
not going away and is one that holds the potential for worsening as 
the Amateur Radio Service continues to grow: “We have noticed an 
increase recently in amateur interference to home entertainment 
equipment. This may be dictated by a proliferation of amateur 
stations and equipment out there. So, what lamasking and suggest- 
ing, is that if you want to keep good neighbor relation, be very 
sensitive to your neighbor’s complaint.” 

Theimer closed his remarks by praising the vast majority of 
amateurs who operate their stations without causing interference to 
the general public, but also issued a warning that an amateur radio 
license is not a permit tocreate sucha problem: “If wereanamateur 
and I had a problem with a neighbor, I certainly would try to do 
everything I could to resolve the problem. Don’t take the attitude

that because you are licensed by the FCC that you have a right to 
cause all sorts of problems. Even though the neighbor’s equipment 
may be susceptible to interference, you are going to have one sore 
neighbor and this can mutate into quite a neighborhood conflict.” 

Fd. Comments: The long term effect of this latest move by the FCC is 
unknown. Certainly in some cases there is bound to be more civil action 
against individual amateurs when members of the public feel that there is 
no alternative way to end their plight. Others will undoubtedly go to local 
government to try to have anti-nuisance regulations include RFI, despite 
the clear preemption in the Commerce clause and its usual endorsement by 
the courts. 

The former will place amateurs under an unrealistic economic burden 
to have a station, while the latter may result in more restrictive antenna 
ordinances, perhaps with an absence of complaints by neighbors being a 
requirement for continued tower permits. 

On the other hand, repeated complaints from consumer electronics 
users to the various manufacturers and importers might just convince them 
to make their equipment less RFI-susceptible. 

Westlink Report would prefer for the FCC to take the responsibility 
that Congress has charged it with and set sufficiently high RF immunity 
standards for manufacturers to achieve before type-accepting their prod- 
ucts. Amateurs would be protected from unnecessary RFI complaints and 


the public would be better served.

Officer Lois Gibson, a forensic artist for the Houston Police Depart- 
ment, has identified Rogers as one of three tramps escorted by the Dallas 
Police from a railroad car behind the Dealy Plaza immediately after the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy on November 22, 1963. The 
three were released without any record of questioning by authorities. 
Numerous photographs of the three tramps have been published over the 
years in books on the assassination, including Crossfire by Jim Maars.

YOU TALK ABOUT HAVING A BAD DAY 


Iam writing in response to your request for additional information. 

In block number: _ three of the accident reporting form, I put ‘‘quote,’”’ ‘‘poor plan- 
ning,” “‘unquote,”’ as the cause of my accident. You said in your letter that I should ex- 
plain more fully, and I trust that the following details will be sufficient. 

I am a bricklayer by trade. On the day of the accident, I was working alone on the 
roof of a new six-story building. When I completed my work, I discovered that I had 
about 500 pounds of brick left over. Rather than carry the bricks down by hand, I de- 
cided to lower them in a barrel by using a pulley which fortunately was attached to the 
side of the building, at the sixth floor. 

Securing the rope at ground level, I went up to the roof, swung the barrel out and 
loaded the bricks into it. Then, I went back to the ground and untied the rope, holding it 
tightly to insure a slow descent of the 500 pounds of bricks. 

You will note in block number 11 of the accident report form that I weigh 135 pounds. 

Due to my surprise at being jerked off the ground so suddenly, I lost my presenceof 
mind and forgot to let go of the rope. Needless to say, I proceeded at a rather rapid rate 
up the side of the building. 

In the vicinity of the third floor, I met the barrel coming down. This explains the frac- 
tured skull and broken collarbone. 

Slowed only slightly, I continued my rapid ascent, not stopping until the fingers of 
my right hand were two-knuckles deep into the pulley. Fortunately, by the time I had re- 
gained my presence of mind I was able to hold tightly to the rope in spite of the pain. 

At approximately the same time, however, the barrel of bricks hit the ground — and 
the bottom fell out of the barrel. Devoid of the weight of the bricks, the barrel now 
weighed approximately 50 pounds. 

I refer you again to my weight in block number 11. 

As you might imagine I began a rapid descent down the side of the building. In the vi- 
cinity of the third floor, I met the barrel coming up. This accounts for the two fractured 
ankles and the lacerations of my legs and lower body. 

The encounter with the barrel slowed me enough to lessen my injuries when I fell 
onto the pile of bricks and, fortunately, only three vertebrae were cracked. 

I am sorry to report, however, that as I lay there on the bricks — in pain unable to 
stand, and watching the empty barrel six stories above me, I again lost my presence of 
mind —I let go of the rope.
